Interurban 
system 
carried 
900.001) 


past-risers In 1899. and three times 
that number In 1902. 
Electric roads 


have practically absorbed the local 
traffic In Central Ohio. 
They poss- 


ess the double advantage of frequent 
service* and terminals In the busi- 
ness district, while passengers can 
take a train or leave It at any point. 


These conditions mean the loss of 


many million dollars 
annually 
to 


steam roads. In local travel, but trie 
loss Is more than mado good by tho 
better service both In passenger and 
freight departments, on tho distance 
schedule exceeding 100 miles.

ready for the seed It should be thor-

selecting the seed, for many of the 
mixture now on the market are thor- 
oughly worthless.

service as such employes, and from 
In any manner Interfering with any of 
the employes bj violence, threats of 
pcisonal injury, (ailing of vile names 
or offensive epithets, or any other 
conduct calculated or Intended by In- 
timidation or humiliation to prevent 
any of the employes of your orators, 
or any of them, from continuing In 
said employment, or performing the* 
services for which they are employed. 


Must Not Congregate.
